ESGION  I  -  W e s tmo r e land  Home s t ead s ,  Pp-na^vl v.Qnif^,,^  has  clever|v  disposed  of 
an  annual  pro"blein  which  arose  from  the  f^tCt  tha.t  hunting  was  lorohihited  on 
project  lands  leased  to  the  Cooperative  Association.    This  year  a  Sports- 
men' s  Association  was  or^iized  which  su'oleased  the  land  from  the  Co-op, 
posted  a  cash  forfeit  to  indemnify  the  Co-op  for  any  daiiiages  resulting  from 
hunting,  and  opened  its  memhership  to  homesteaders.    In  a.ddition  to  the 
project  acreage,  the  cluh  also  obtained  sublease  on  1,400  acres  from  ad- 
ja.cent  farmers.    Tiius  a  troublesome  source  of  friction  has  been  happily 
resolved  into  a  cooperative  recreational  venture. 

HEC-IOLI  II  -  Several  boys  and  girls  from  Southern  Michi^^m  Earm.s  have  re- 
ceived Kellogg  Fouiidation  Scholarships  for  the  short  courses  in  agriculture 
given  at  L'ichi^i  State  College. 

The  services  of  an  IJIA  recreational  director  liave  been  secured 
at  I r onwo od  Home s t cads ,  Llichigan,  to  cissist  with  boys'  activities  after 
school  hours  and  cn  Saturdays. 

A  nuimber  of  tho  youig  people  residing  on  the  Ironwood  Plome steads 
Project  a.ro  continuing  with  their  educa^tion  since  grad'oating  from  high 
school.    T'.vo  are  tvttcnding:  Ironvraod  Jmior  College,  one  I-achigan  State  Col- 
lege, one  U.  S.  Aviation  Service,  two  hctve  entered  nurses'  training  and  one 
is  attending  Ironv/ood  Business  College. 

T^;7onty  men  in  Ironwood  Homesteads  have  organized  a  cribbage  club 
which  meets  once  a  week, 

LU  Eamily  Relocation.    Close  cooperation  v/ith  the  SCS  is  being 
maintained  in  relocating  LU  families.    At  the  tim.e  new  options  are  taken 
on  purchase  areas  an  FSA  representa^tive  assists  the  families  with  their 
relocation  plans.    If  famdlies  are  f i?ia.ncially  able  to  malcc  their  qpnti  plans 
when  paynent  is  ma,de,  no  help  is  extended  to  them,  but  if  they  indicate  that 
they  are  interested  in  secvTing  the  help  of  the  Fajrm  Security  Administration 
as  to  the  selection  of  a  farm  unit  anid  the  extension  of  a.  loan,  this  help 
is  given  to  them  with  the  a.ssistaaice  of  the  Ea^rm  Security  Administration 
field  representative  and  the  Co'-ionty  RR  Supervisors,  both  from  the  co^onty  in 
which  the  famly  is  now  residing  ajid  from  the  county  to  which  they  plan  to 
move.    3y  helping  the  family  make  their  plans  as  soon  e.s  possible  after  ex- 
cepting the  option  for  the  pur  chaise  of  their  land,  no  time  is  lost  in  ma,king 
sa.tisfactory  arrangements  and  the  fajiiilies  involved  are  able  to  ma.ke  the 
a^djustment  of  a.  chraige  in  residence  and  the  operation  of  a  new  fa.rm  unit 
without  ajiy  period  of  uiicertainty  a.s  to  Just  wha.t  is  going  to  happen  to  them, 
'Pnis  method  is  working  out  most  satisfactorily  in  Wisconsin, 

When  it  is  found  th£it  the  frmiily  is  'onable  to  continue  farm  op- 
era.tion  because  of  a.ge  or  physicatl  condition,  tho  assistance  of  the  County 
Welfare  Depa.rtment  is  secui'ed,  and  together  with  the  ESA  field  representa^tive, 
tho  Co'CLity  RR  Supervisor,  and  the  Director  of  the  Welfare  Department,  the 
best  possible  a^rrazigements  are  made  for  tho  franily. 

Rea^djustment  activities  for  fajnilies  who  must  leave  project 
units.    Attention  is  being  given  to  the  opera.tors  of  farm  units  who  ha.ve 
been  working  the  fams  for  the  past  two  crop  yea.rs  and  have  a.cC'jmulated 
delinquencies  both  a.s  to  rea.l  estate  and  reiicabilita.tion  loan  payments. 
These  ca..ses  axe  being  reviewed  with  the  coiTjnunity  mainager  or  county  RR 
supervisor  and  the  home  manrgemicnt  supervisor  by  both  the  regiona.l  family 
selection  and  fanm  mana^gCEient  staffs.    A  fam  mana>,gement  a.dvisor  has  recently 


been  assigned  to  the  E?  projects  to  assist  the  conrmjinity  managers  in  de- 
veloping farm  plans.     It  is  being  found  necessary  to  make  some  adjustments 
in  occupf?JiC2/  of  the  fa,rm.s,  since  in  certain  inst^^nces  both  the  operator 
and  the  com^iuiiity  manager  are  in  accord  that  it  is  to  the  operator's  benefit 
to  make  a  chajige.    All  ctenges  will  be  marLe  in  sufficient  time  to  allo^v  for 
the  location  of  other  farms,  and  the  adjustments  will  be  iriade  so  that  the 
rehcabilitation  loans  can  be  retained.    This  readjustment  will  enable  the 
operators  to  acqLiire  equity  in  their  person?.l  property  and  establish  therar- 
selves  before  n^ain  taking  on  the  purchase  of  land.     It  seems  clear  that  the 
combination  of  rerl  estate  and  rehabilitation  loexi  pa^nnents  is  too  much  of 
an  undertaking  for  some  of  the  operators. 

RSQ-ION  III  -  Osage  Farms,  Missouri,  and  Scioto  Farms,  Ohio,  held  locsl 
fairs  in  October. 

BSG-IOIT  IV  -  The  weaving  room  at  Cuirb er Icu'id  Home s t eads ,  Terinessee,  is  a  very 
busy  place  these  days.    Draperies,  suit  material,  rugs,  scarfs,  bags  and 
pot  holders  pxq  being  woven  in  rriticipation  of  the  approaching  Christmas 
sec.son. 

Fall  house  clerjiing  has  bro^oght  increased  business  to  the  Rummage 
Room  opened  by  the  Women's  Club  at  Cujib e r  1 " nd  Home s t eads .    Some  real  bar- 
gaiiis  are  offered.    Hc'-ts  are  priced  at  ten  cents,  slippers  ronge  from  five 
cents  to  fifty  cents  a  prdr,  slightly  worn  shirts  for  m.en  ?Jid  boys  sell  at 
five  cents  each. 

REG-ION  V  -  Nurse  Shc-^jnburg  of  G-ees  Bend,  Alabrjiia,  attended  the  National  Negro 
Pablic  Health  Conference  held  in  Wa.shington  and  talked  on  the  Bend's  health 
program. 

Bankiiead  Farms,  Alabama,  won  second  prize  for  their  community  ex- 
hibit at  the  County  Fair. 

Ashwo 0 d  Pl^ji ta t i on ,  South  Carolina,  continues  to  enjoy  the  county 
WPA  library  service.    The  NYA  boj-^s  have  mr>.de  markers  to  be  placed  all  over 
the  project,  giving  the  d.ay  and  hour  of  the  Book  Truck's  stop. 

T-r/o  of  the  most  outstanding  girls  at  Ashwood  Plrjitation,  both  of 
whom  are  accomplished  weavers  and  folk  daj:icers,  hpvve  entered  the  State  JTYA 
Training  School. 

REGION  VI  -  The  Kallowe'en  Caxnival  sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.  at  the  Plum 
Bayou  Home s t eads ,  Arkansas,  was  one  glorious  evening  of  fun  and  frolic  for 
people  of  .^11  ages.    One  of  the  attractions  of  the  evening  was  a  movie  pre- 
sented through  the  courtesy  of  the  Arfensas  Game  and  Fish  Commission.  This 
pictu-re  shcv/ed  many  of  the  sections  of  natural  beauty  in  Arkansa-S  as  v/ell 
as  fish  and  wild  life. 

REGION  VII  -  LU  Fccnily  Relocation.    In  an  earlier  buJ.letin  we  mentioned 
tha.t  a  m.ember  of  the  Region  VII  staff  had  been  assigned  to  give  full-time 
attention  to  the  satisf.actory  relocation  of  LU  fajnilies.     In  a  recent  re- 
port he  states,  "Considerable  headway  hxis  been  ma.de  in  orgajiizing  into 
comjnittees  representatives  from  the  vr^rious  agencies  ajid  others  concerned, 
so  that  more  satisfa.ctory  progress  may  be  expected  in  the  future.  This 
partic^jlarly  applies  to  the  families  being  displaced  by  the  new  purcliase 
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areas.    A  "botter  "aiidGrstcUiclirig  and  closer  cooperation  has  resulted  from 
our  conjnittGO  meetings  in  the  counties  affected  'by  the  program.  District 
and  County  RR  Supervisors  oxq  accepting  the  job  of  r^^ssisting  displaced 

fc^jTiilies  in  finding  ner:  homes  cas  a  definite  part  of  their  work  

"We  are  encoijiraging  fcamilies  v;ho  are  classified  as  eligible  for  stnndcard 
loans  to  contact  real  estate  d63<alers  and  to  make  every  effort  to  assist 
themselves  in  finding  a  new  location.    To  aid  them  in  finding  new  homes, 
however,  I  have  given  their  names  with  a  brief  financial  statement  and  family 
histor^-^  to  the  Federal  Lrjid  Bank,  BaPxk  of  North  Drkota  and  other  agencies. 
Tiicse  agencies  nave  alrerjdy  mcade  a  nui'-foer  of  contacts  with  these  people  cjid 
I  am  confident  that  .a  number  of  thera  will  relocate  themselves  by  this  m.ethod." 

Such  coimty  committees  usuallj'-  consist  of  representatives  of  the 
ISA,  SCS,  WA,  Co^jnty  Welfare  Board,  the  ccanty  agent,  imd.  other  loaal  indi- 
viducals  in  a  position  to  give  valua.ble  assistfmce.    Following  an  analysis 
of  the  various  cases  by  the  comi;:dttce,  som.e  member  of  the  committee  is  m?jde 
responsible  for  pttempting  to  effect  the  suggested  relocation  plan.  Tliis 
person  rcT^orts  back  to  the  coiiimittee  at  subsequent  mieetings,  informing  them 
of  progress  riade.    If  a  particular  relocation  plan  is  found  ""unworfeble  or 
undesirable,  a.  re-discussion  of  the  case  concerned  takes  place  and  alter- 
native proioosals  are  foriiTalatod.    Tlie  necessities  and  desires  of  the  faiailies 
thus  a.re  alwa.ys  given  due  cons idera-t ion. 

BSG-ION  VIII  -  Sxtension  Courses.    Tlireo  graduate  college  credit  courses  have 
been  completed  in  this  regional  office  d^uring  the  past  yea„r  and  a.  fourth  is 
now  under  ^-vay.    The  first  of  the  series  wa.s  an  extension  course  in  Personnel 
ProbleriS  by  the  Professor  of  Psycholog;^/  at  Southern  Methodist  University. 
Twenty-eight  riembers  of  the  staaf  v/ere  enrolled  for  this.    IText,  a.rrangemients 
were  ma.de  with  the  A  &  M  College  of  Texa.s  to  offer  a.  fo'or  hour  course  in 
land  economics.    Eighteen  sta.ff  m.embers  took  this  course.    On  the  com.pletion 
of  the  land  econoriics  co"arse  the  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics  a.greed 
to  offer  their  course  ixi  Economic  Policy/  for  ihnerican  Agricultuj?e.  Seven 
spealiers  outside  of  the  FS.'i  progTmi  delivered  the  lectures.     These  lectures 
were  regTi^rded  a.s  hia^ving  such  educa^tionr.l  value  as  to  cause  the  Departm.ent  of 
Agricultural  Economics  to  request  100  sets  for  use  in  cla.sses  a.t  the  A  6:  M 
College.    L.torest  has  now  turned  to  cooperatives.    A  class  of  4-3  has  been 
organized  to  stu.dy  the  basic  principles  of  cooperatives.    Considerable  a.t- 
tention  ^aill  be  given  to  govem.ient  sponsored  cooperatives. 

EEG-IOlM  IX  -  Campers  at  Agua.  Fria  Vigratory  La^oor  Cajnps  have  found  a  cheap 
mioans  of  transportation  to  and  from,  the  fields  in  which  they  work.  Formicrly 
private  cars,  somietimies  dangerously  overloaded,  were  the  only  means  of 
transporta.tion.    Nov;,  with  a.  bus  which  wa.s  purciicased  in  September  with  cajiip 
fonds  ($150.00),  many  of  tne  caimpers  are  enjoying  dependtible,  chea.p  trans- 
por taction.    Dona.tions  by  the  workers  using  the  bus,  plus  a  small  aj.iount  of 
money  from  the  cajnp  f'ond,  have  together  taken  care  of  all  operating  expenses. 

EEG-IQN  XII  -  Tne  cliildren  at  Bosque  Fa.rms  School,  New  i?aexico,  are  receiving 
early  tranxiing  in  good  citizenship  and  the  privileges  a^id  responsibilities 
of  self  goveriT^ent.    In  the  fall  the  facuJLty  agreed  that  student  j-^articipa- 
tion  in  the  govenuient  of  the  school  would  be  a.  fine  thing.     In  order  to 
permit  this  the  school  wa.s  organized  mrach  like  a  city  governiiont  V7ith  a  mr.yor 
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rdid  other  officors.    'The  iiev:  "City  G-overnr;:Gnt"  dre^v  up  a  constitution  Dud. 
"bv-lav/s  and  elected  officers  "b^.'  secret  h.allot.     The  teachers  are  of  the 
unrjn_ir.ous  opinion  th^t  the  "City  &overni.:ent"  iir.s  already  justified  its 
existence,    Tlie  students,  having'  set  up  dosirable  standards  of  conduct  for 
theriselves,  seen  anxious  to  observe  them. 

The  upper  grade  pupils  at  Bosque  Tarns  are  responsible  for  the 
co:-T.iunity' s  increased  interest  in  the  library.    'Tliesc  i)upils  have  orgrjii- 
zed  a  re<ading  club  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  qfu-^lity  of  their 
leisure  time  reading.    As  a  result  of  the  club's  activities  a  large  number 
of  people  heave  agreed  either  to  donate  some  good  books  to  the  librarian  or 
provide  mioney  for  the  purchiase  of  additional  books. 
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
